LITTLE ROCK —Misrep- 


resentation by at least 6,000 
automobile owners as to the 
age of their cars and a conse- 
quent threatened loss of ap- 
proximately $30,000 in high- 
way 
revenue, 
r e v e a l e d 


through a recheck of license 
applications now being made 
by the State Revenue Depart- 
ment, is expected to add im- 
petus to a movement for re- 
peal of the second 50 per cent 
reduction on license fees for 
passenger cars more than four 
years old, several state of- 
ficials said Thursday. 


The license fee reduction measure, 


as first advocated by Governor Fu- 
trcll, proposed a reduction of 50 per 
cent on all pascsngcr cars, but Repre- 
scnative Hendrix Rowcll of Jefferson 
county who sponsored the bill advo- 
cated a second 50 per cent reduction 
on cars more than three years old. 
Governor Futrcll agreed to the change 
nnd the bill was redrafted to provide 
for such a reduction, but was amend- 
ed to make the, second reduction ap- 
ply after the car had been in oper- 
ation four years. 


Had No Data 


The State 
Highway 
Department, 


then in charge of licensing cars, had 
no data available to determine the 
age of cars and accepted the state- 
ments of owners. 


The attorney general ruled that the 


somewhat confusing language of the 
statute meant that a car purchased 
before January 1, 1929, could be li- 
censed for one-fourth the fee form- 
erly in effect. 


Names of all persons in each county 


who did not pay the license fee re- 
quired by law have been sent to Rev- 
enue Department field agents in the 
various counties and the agents have 
been instructed to collect the balance 
due on the license fees. 


License Owner Is Liable 


The fact that a car may have been 


wrecked, burned, stolen, traded a half 
dozen times, removed from the state 
or dismantled will not relieve the 
owner as of January 1, 1933, from lia- 
bility for the additional license fee, 
officials said. 


They expressed the belief that most 


of the $30,000 the state was "short 
changed" on account of the second 
50 per cent reduction will be recov-

One official said the public "would 


have been tickled to death" to get a 
straight 50 per cent reduction without 
reference to age of the vehicle'to be 
licensed. Several

same on all cars of the same model 
regardless of age.

Brewster Urges 
Free Trade Policy 


Pastor Praises Roosevelt 
for Russian Negotiations, 


in Rotary Speech 


The Rev. Thomas Brewster advo- 


cated recognition 
of Soviet Russia 


as a means of restoring internation- 
al trade, in a speech before Hope 
Rotary club Friday noon only a few 
minutes before Associated Press dis- 
patches arrived here indicating that 
this very recognition may be given 
by the Roosevelt administration. 


Friday's club meeting was featured 


by the initiation of two members into 
Rotary, R. R. Morris, manager of L. 
C. Burr Sc Co.; and Frank Stanley, 
emergency agriculturist in Hempstead 
county. The induction service was 
read by E. F. McFaddin. 


Speaking on "The International Sit- 


uation," the Rev. Mr. Brewster said:

Liquor Taxes Ought to Yield TOO Millions 


There its made public today a portion of the results 


shortly to be published, of a study, sponsored by John D 
Rockefeller, Jr., of the problem of liquor control. The 
study was conducted by Raymond B. Fosdick and Albert 
L. bcott. The portion made public today, dcaliwj with 
problems of liquor taxation, follows: 


It would immensely simplify the entire matter of enforce- 


ment it the federal and state alcohol tax systems could be de- 
veloped together as a unit, so that the rates of taxation would 
be uniform throughout the country; so that import duties 
might be properly related to domestic manufacturers' taxes; 
so that the total proceeds might be equitably distributed be- 
tween the various governmental units; so that the total tax 
might not be so heavy as to place a premium on evasion 
especially during the next few years; and finally, so that 
the administrative machinery might be simplified.

Normal Business Taxes 


Before proceeding to the discussion 


of the special taxes levied upon the 
manufacture and distribution of alco- 
holic beverages, it is well to remember 
that liquor manufacturers and deal- 
ers pay, in addition to these special 
taxes, the normal taxes imposed upon 
all businesses and individuals by the 
federal, state and local governments. 
These include the federal corporate 
income tax, the federal individual in- 
come tax, additional income tuxes in 
certain states, wholesale and retail 
sales taxes in a few cases, automobile 
and gasoli-.e taxes, and finally state 


and local taxes on personal property 
and on real estate. 
These normal 


taxes which the liquor trade, like anj 
other business, must carry, are no 
less onerous for liquor manufacturers 
and dealers than are the same taxes 
when falling on others. 


There arc two chief points at which 


special taxes on alcoholic beverage, 
may be levied: First, manufacture; 
and second, sale. 


Manufacture is taxed by the fed- 


eral government and by some of the j 
states. The federal government bases 
its tux on two factors, 
a small flal 


license fee, and an excise levy on the 
quantity produced. For example, the j 
present levy on beer is a license oil 


$1,000 and an excise tax of $5.00 per 
barrell. The excise tax on industrial 
alcohol is $1.10 per gallon. The excise 
levy is the significant and productive 
tax. 
Before 
prohibition, 
the 
state 


levies on liquor manufacture were 
confined to 
relatively 
light 
flat 


licenses. 
States are now, however, 


adopting excise taxes based on volume 
of production, following the plan of 
the federal government. 


The retail sale of alcoholic bev- 


erages has been taxed primarily under 
state laws. Retailers pay a state or 
local license tax for the privilege of 
conducting the business. This may 
be levied either against the dealer as 
a person, or the place of business as 
such, or both. While the retail license 
taxes in the United States have al- 
most without exception been flat tax 
bearing on relation to the amount of 
business done, an effort has been 
made in some states to adjust this 
inequality by relating the fee to the 
size of the city in which the vendor 
had his place of business, or to his 
gross receipts. In some jurisdictions 
abroad, licenses have been auctioned 
off to the highest bidder or related to 
the rental value of the premises occu- 
pied, methods which we, of course, ao 
not commend. 


Where Tux Should Fall 


The total burden of all federal and 


local special taxes on alcoholic bever- 
ages, was. 
before 
prohibition, five 


hundred millions of dollars a year. 
That is, it exceeded the total fed- 


eral individual income tax of 1933 by 
40%. 


Under the taxes which we shall sug- 


gest, the total levy will be, we believe, 
approximately $700,000,000. This esti- 
mate, it must be remembered, does 
not include the normal state, local and 
federal taxes which the liquor trade 
will also bear. The method of dis- 
tribution of so large a special tax 
burden is obviously a matter of grave 
social importance. 


In the days before prohibition, taxes 


on alcoholic beverages were heavy; 
they were so levied as to be passed on 
almost entirely to the consumer; and 
consumer taxes fall regressively, that 
is, more heavily at the bottom and 
less heavily at the top of the income 
sale. 


The question now arises: 
Do we 


wish to continue this system in the 
future? The tax legislation which has 
already been enacted is of the same 
variety, though the addition of sales 
taxes and state manufacturers' taxes 
by volume indicates an even greater 
accentuation of regressive consumer 
taxts in the future. 


We frankly believe that this is a 


wrong road. We are convinced that 
a considerable part of thu total taxes 
to be levied on the manufacture and 
sale of alcoholic beverages should be 
fastened upon the manufacturer and 
upon the retailer in such form that 
it cannot be shifted readily to the 
consumer. This can be accomplished 
by the use cf profits taxation.

, Bolshevist for 16 Years 


It has been 16 years since Russia 


has had a government with whom the 
United States was willing to exchange- 
ambassadors. 


The regime of the Czars was over- 


thrown March 15, 1917, at the height 
of the World war— power being seiz- 
ed by Alexander Kerensky, wh* 
sought to establish a republic. 


Kerensky's government went to 


pieces the same year, however, Lenin 
and Trotsky setting up the Union ol 
Socialist Soviet Republics (U. S. S. R.) 
— which other governments have re- 
fused to recognize. 


The only break in this boycott of 


Russia has been the exchange of goods 
with Germany and other border state*. 
and a trade treaty observed for a 
time with Great Britain. * • 
' 


Great Britain, however, terminated 


her Russian agreement a year ago, in 
order to carry out the promise made 
at Ottawa, Canada, to favor her own 
dominions in the purchase of raw ma- 
terials. 


Agitation for American recognition 


of the Bolshevists was immediately 
revived, to obtain the trade which 
Great Britain had abandoned. 


Henry Ford and the larger electrical 


concerns have done an extensive bus- 
iness for many years, despite the lack 
of governmental recognition.

fective at noon Saturday. 


A secret meeting of directors of the 


asociation dratted the proclamation 
designed for release Friday afternoon 
which laid down the following ulti- 
matum to the nation: 


"We will pay no taxes or interest 


until we have first cared for our 
families. 


"We will pay no interest bearing 


debts until we receive the cost of pro- 
duction. 


"We wil buy only thnt which com- 


plete necessity demands. 


"We will slay in the homes which 


we now occupy. 


A Sellers' Strike 


"We will not sell our products un- 


les we receive the cost of production 
but wil lexchange our products with 
labor and the unemployed, for the 
things we need on the farm, on the 
basic of cost of production for both- 
parties. 


The directors decreed thai Ihe strike 


"will remain in operation until our 
farm products bring the cost of pro- 
duction and until we are refinanced 
under the terms of the Frailer bill." 


The association directors declared 


the "ir.onied interests" of the country, 
in Iheir judgment, "still dominate the 
government." 
their 
confidence 
in

but by a long series of acts." 


"We still stand ready io support the 


administration in any program that 
will recognize the farmers' funda- 
mental right to ask for and receive the 
cost of produclion for that portion of 
farm products consumed in the United 
States," the proclamation set forth. 


"We ask for the reflation of Ihe cur- 


rency, lhat is, to increase the amount 
of money in circulation to our normal 
standard. 


"At the last session of congress we 


asked for cost of production on that 
portion of farm products consumed 
in the United Stales. This plea was 
rejected. 


No Code for Agriculture 


"When prices of other commodities 


and services were being fixed by codes 
we asked for a code for agriculture. 
Instead of being granted a code we 
were given a wheat reduction plan, a 
corn reduction plan and a cotton re- 
duction plan. Food and necesities of

A national farm strike was voted 


last April at a meeting of the national 
holiday association at Des Moines. 
Actual plans were left to the executive 
committee but the strike later was 
called off by the committee.
